There wasn't a march on the 
administration building or the 
burning of draft cards, but the 
very fact that on this day of 
national mourning, something 
also occurred on the Hartnell 
campus is a note of hope. Sa- 
linas, the little bastion of “might 
is right,” the Protestant ethic and 
all else that is holy is growing 
up. 

Not to say that the protest 
was not viewed with alarm by 
some of those present. Dog- 
matic statements such as “Sup- 
port our men in Vietnam” and

“Commie sympathizers” 
from the back of the 
throughout the ceremony. 


Although the spiritual uplift- 
ing of John Day, Mike Cross 
and Rabbi Hasselkorn cannot be 
understated, the obvious “man 
with the message” was Mr. Herb 
Schwartz, an associate of Fran- 
cis Heissler, the noted Carmel 
attorney. 


Schwartz, beginning with the 
first US intrusion on Vietnamese 
soil, charted the course of this 
nation in its breaking or ignor- 
ing nearly every international 
agreement on the books, includ- 
ing the treaty of Hague, the Ge- 
neva convention, the Geneva 
armaments agreement, and the 
UN decision on Vietnam, to 
name a few. 


COMMISSION REPORT: 


NO FUNDS NEXT YEAR? 


The most important question 
posed in Tuesday’s Commission 
meeting concerned ASB cards 
and the funding for next year’s 
student government. Richard 
Magie, commissioner of finance, 
brought the matter to the atten- 
tion of the Commission by an- 
nouncing that there was a good 
possibility that the administration 
would not handle ASB card sales 
next year. It would then be up 
to the Commission to sell the 
cards and a potential loss in rev- 
enue of 50 percent was esti- 
mated. 

In order to eliminate this esti- 
mated loss. and perhaps to build 
up card sales, Magie suggested 
that more ASB functions should 
be held and that ASB cardhold- 
ers should be admitted free to as 
many events as possible. Dis- 
counts at local stores and enter- 
tainment spots were also men- 
tioned as areas to be investi- 
gated, 


A committee was formed to 
investigate these possibilities, to 
look into marketing procedures 
for ASB cards and to draw up an 
activities calendar for next year 
to be ready by the date of the 
first registrations. Besides such 
things as basketball free passes, 
student body car requests, club 
constitution approvals, fund 
transfers and various other small 
matters, the only other item of 
business worthy of note is the 
negotiations now in progress be- 
tween a Commission appointed 
committee and Mr. Bud Farley 
of National Student Marketing. 
The firm, a promotional agency 
for many large firms will, if ap- 
proved by the committee, be 
sending posters, handout sheets, 
and other promotional items to 
the school for distribution to the 
students. The ASB, in return, 
will be paid at a set rate for the 


service.

“On D’s and F’s, that’s how.” 

Having experienced how it 
feels to be “blind” to the lan- 
guage of her native country, 
Miss Bermudas is understandably 
concerned with the plight of 
young Mexican-American  chil- 
dren trying to get through our 
Anglo-oriented school system. “I 
worked in Operation Share while 
I attended Gavilan College. It 
is a program in which volunteer 
college students tutor minority 
children in the grammar schools 
to help them in any subject 
which might be giving them 
trouble.

Dear Sir:. 


Last Thursday’s Vietnam mor- 
atorium held on our campus, 
and across the nation, was, sad- 
ly I’m afraid, at the most a 
heart warming experience. It 
was encouraging to see so many 
people together who were in 
some way opposed to either war 
in general, or to the war in Viet- 
nam in particular. 


I confess (or should I more 
properly boastfully proclaim) that 
I was on the verge of tears dur- 
ing the reading of a list of names 
of men killed in action and dur- 
ing some of the songs, especial- 
ly, “Where Have All the Flowers 
Gone?” which reminded me of 
the vicious, hopeless circle of 
life surrounded by war. Some of 
the truest words of the day were 
spoken by a student who told 
how the war has caused the 
youth to lose faith in America 
and suffer severe disillusionment. 
I know that word disillusionment 
to such an extent, I wonder 
what, if anything, our morator- 
ium will accomplish. I have. just 
recently been released from ac- 
tive duty from the Army and I 
know from an inside view how 
strongly preoccupied our govern- 
ment is with making war. 


The recent troop  pull-outs 
have been greatly publicized, 
but they are not all they seem to 
be. While some of our young 
men have been sent home, many 
career fighting men have been 
extended beyond their normal 
tours of Vietnam duty; thus, the 
actual decrease in troop strength 
has been much less than that 
reported to the public. Appar- 
ently the government is aware 
of national sentiment against the 
war, but they are so committed 
to the idea of war that they 
would straight-facedly lie to the 
people to continue in their crime 


and. killing. 


Two big events took place in 
that January—the capture of the 
Pueblo and the beginning of the 
Tet offensive in Vietnam. Tak- 
ing into consideration the entire 
chain of events, I am led to be- 
lieve that our government con- 
siders us so dependent on war 
that they were deeply worried 
about the possibility of peace in 
Vietnam. Thus the troop build- 
up in Korea and the subsequent 
positioning of the Pueblo for im- 
minent seizure can be explained 
as a desperate preparation and
